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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner stands by her earlier position that 
the claimed invention is unpatentable in view of the teachings of Allman (U.S. 5,645,736). Applicant argues that Allman does not suggest 
that Allman does not disclose that the polyelectrolyte can be used to control the polishing rate. However, it is noted that Applciant's claim 
do not require that the electrolyte is used to control the polishing rate, but rather that the amount of polyelectrolyte used be "sufficient" to 
increase the polishing rate ratio of the layers involved. Applicant further argues that Allman's polycarboxylate can not be used in place of 
Applicant's polyorganosiloxane. However, it is noted that Applicant is not claiming the use of polyorganosiloxane, but rather any 
"polyelectrolyte" (see claim 13, for example). In response to applicant's argument that a person skilled in the art would not necessarily 
select an anionic polyelectrolyte from the numerous polymers suggested by Allman, Allman discloses that the use of polyelectrolytes is 
well known in the art. That disclosure aione reads on Applicant's claimed invention, and is not affected by further steps or components 
disclosed by the reference. It is further noted that Applicant has provided two references along with Paper No. 9. However, these 
references were not accompanied by an Information Disclosure Statement, and have not beeen considered by the Examiner . 
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
